Frozen Bread. 

We, at ’’Stuff Dutch People Like”, love to discover new things as you know and after 
working and living here in the Netherlands, we thought we’d seen it all, when it comes to 
office lunch habits. 

' If you’ve worked in a Dutch workplace 
1 yourself you are probably very familiar with 
I communal lunches (chipping in 2 euros for 
k toasties or a trip to the snack bar), sandwich 
1 spreads and grown-up men in suits eating 
hagelslag. Overall, the Dutch lunch is a sad 
affair compared to the same meal in other 
i countries. 

When we got our Dutch interns, we were 
' introduced to something new, something 
nobody had ever told us about before; they eat frozen bread. Okay, not when it’s actually 
frozen, but still! Instead of popping into a bakery or supermarket two or three times a week 
to buy a new loaf, like the rest of the world would do, if they ate as much bread as them, 
they buy three at once and put two or sometimes all three in the freezer. Then when they 
need it, they take out a few slices, defrost them and start their lunch. So, before you even 
start eating you have to know how much bread you want; the Dutch and their planning...

the same in the morning when they prepare their 
lunch to take with them to work.

The Friesian "Keuring" (Inspection) Tour 2019. 



In autumn 2019 KFPS jury from the Netherlands will fly to Australia and New 
Zealand to “keur” our Friesian horses. This bi-annual event will be held from 15 
March until the 6 April. It is a significant time for our horses (especially the 
adult horses) and for Friesian horse lovers everywhere as this is a great time to 
come out and see lots of Friesians in one place at their best. 

What is a keuring? 

In Short, a “keuring” is a Dutch term that basically means inspecting the 
qualities of a horse. It carries the same meaning as the Quality Assurance (QA) 
of any goods or services and determines how suitable they are for the purpose 
they will be used for. 

What is a Friesian Horse? 

The Friesian Horse (also Frizian) is one of the oldest breeds of horse, originating 
in Friesland in the Netherlands. The ancestors of this magnificent breed were in 
high demand throughout the Middle Ages, as their size enabled them to carry 
Knights in full amour to battle throughout Continental Europe. 

In the Later Middle Ages, heavier, draught type horses were needed and as the 
demand began to dwindle, so did the Friesian Horse; almost to the point of 
extinction.

Thankfully, the Modem day Friesian Horse is growing in numbers and 
popularity and is used both in harness and under saddle, with the breed steadily 
being introduced to the field of Dressage.

The Jury will be arriving here in Western Australia to ”keur ’’several horses and 
we, the Western Australia members of the Australian Friesian Horse Society 
would like to extend an invitation to the members of the Dutch Society to join 
us in making this day an event to remember.

But 
also be aware what you do with waste 
material as the oceans are full of Plastic 
Soup. Remember the 4 Rs; Refuse, Reuse, 

Reduce and Recycle.

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The seaside resort Town of Domburg 





Domburg is a seaside Resort on the North Sea, on 
the Northwest coast of Walcheren, in the Dutch 
province of Zeeland. 

Domburg is a part of the Municipality of Veere and 
lies about 11 km Northwest of Middelburg, 
Zeeland’s Capital City. In 2010, the Town of 
Domburg had 1,490 inhabitants, up from 1,251 in 


Flag and Coat of Arms of Domburg. 


2001. 


Domburg is the oldest seaside Resort in Zeeland. In 
summer the Town is bustling with tourists, but it is still a pleasant place to visit. It has its 
own Artist colony. 


With its old buildings it has a 
picturesque appeal. 

Even so, it is mainly the wide, 
clean beaches of Domburg 
that attract the crowds. There 
are beach Pavilions and 
Cabins everywhere. 
Boardwalks along the beach 
ensure that the warm sand is 
accessible to prams, buggies and wheelchairs. 

History: 




The area of Domburg has been inhabited since ancient times. 
In 1647 after heavy storms washed away sand from the beach 
of Domburg, a Sanctuary was discovered with around 40 
stones with Latin inscriptions and carvings of several gods, 
among them of Neptune (sea) and Mercury (trade), but the 
majority of a local female deity: ’’Nehalennia” who appears to 
have protected both trade and shipping. 

From a later period, (starting 650 AD) many coins have been 
found on the beach including Anglo-Saxon sceattas. 

In the following centuries, there was a considerable activity 
by Monks, not in the least because of salt works and the reclamation of land, through which 
the island of Walcheren was formed. 

Near Domburg, the mediaeval Castle of Westhove, (see the front page picture) is now a 
family hostel, used to be a stronghold of the Abbot of the Abbey of Middelburg. 

Until the 19th century, the Town did not change much, although tourism started in the 17th 
Century with City folk from Middelburg, who would enjoy a Sunday trip to the area in

summer because of its coast and woodlands. 

Starting 1834, Domburg became a seaside resort offering a bathing cure and facilities. A 
small Badpaviljoen was built shortly after on top of the dunes, which was replaced by a 
larger one in 1888, which offered space for gentleman playing billiards and ladies drinking 
tea, a concert room, a sea view veranda and more of such amenities that beach life requires. 

Most important for the Town’s development was, 
however, the arrival of a railway station and a 
connecting steamship service with England. 

A considerable British influence from these times 
was responsible for Domburg establishing the 
second golf-course in the Netherlands, although it 
never exceeded a friendly nine holes. 

The Domburg beach has its characteristic piers, 
which do not cater for the happy crowd, but are 
meant to break waves that may damage the dunes 
and thus the very existence of the place. 

Domburg edges the Manteling, a unique forest with stately mansions and glorious gardens. 

It is one of the few oak forests found so close to the sea. It was planted to protect Walcheren 
against the chilly sea wind which, as you’ll see, has formed the trees so distinctly. 

Welcome! This protected area is designed to dispense calm, quiet and relaxation. 

Copious wealth from both West- and East Indian trade also enabled many merchants from 
Middelburg and Flushing to build Luxury Villas with lavish gardens in the area, but only a 
few of the old building have survived, but some new, interesting ones have been built.
